WILL WATER BURXf 

. If ve are to trust the Chicago N'em. 
a citizen of that enterprising place lias 
discovered a inetliod of making water 
burn and utilizing it for ligliting pur- 
poses, lie claims to have revohition- 
ized philosophy, overthrown commonly 
accepted theories, and confounded and 
upset alleged laws of nature. He is a 
chemist, and in pursuance of his in- 
vestigations he became satisfied that 
the accepted basis of nature's laws 
■were all ■wrong. lEe set to work to 
establish theories for his own guidance 
and after sevei'ol years spent in experi- 
menting he claims that he has invent- 
ed a macliine that will cause >rater to 
burn, aiul reiulf-rod fuither experi- 
ments with electricity unuecossary. 
The method, as far as ho will let it be 
known, is thus described: 

"Hia machine is composed of over 
thirty pieces. In that machine he dis- 
integrates water, and bringing the 
component parts together again, pro- 
duces light, heat or steam, as lie choos- 
es. The light obtained is a beautiful 
and very brilliant flame, and can be 
perfectly controlled. Its heat is of the 
most intense character. By the turn 
of a valve he can transform the light 
into steam. The process by which this 
is accomplislicd is a secret. The dis- 
coverer admits that ho generates a 
tremendous explosive power — a power 
as great as that claimed for the Kec- 
ley motor; but lie outlines it at once in 
the manner mentioned. As a result 
of his discovery he declares that the 
electric light is not needed for either 
brilliancy of illumination or for econo- 
my, because his burning water will su- 
persede it. As a motor power he thinks 
he can make a locomotive boiler of six- 
teen feet capacity that will draw to 
New York City a train of cars of any 
length. If these claims con bo sub- 
stantiated, then ^Ir. ' Woodman will 
render any further study of the elec- 
tric light by jMr. Edison entirely un- 
necessary. With the chain of great 
lakes to draw upon for material, Chi- 
cago ought, should Mr. Woodman's 
discovery be of use, be the best lighted 
city in the world. A large generator 
is now being prepared, in order to make 
a thoroughly practical test of the dis- 
covery. " 

Tliis account reads too muck like the 
puffing that ICeeley's exploded motor 
received t^wo or three years ago, al- 
though it may possess a certain degree 
of reality. Some years ago a chemist 
named Paine claimed to be able to 
make water burn; but the chemicals re- 
quired to eflfect the combustion, it was 
said, rendered the process too expen- 
sive for practical purposes and Paine 
and his invention soon faded out of re- 
collection. Supposing the Chicago in- 
ventor to demonstrate the practicabili- 
ty of his process, the Dakota or any 
other steamer would supply herself 
■with fuel by pumping up the water as 
she ran along; and Elk Lake water 
■would give a household all the light 
and heat it wo\ild require for domestic 
purposes, as well as run every manu- 
facturing establishment within its reach. 

Apropos to astonishing inventions of 
which the above article treats, we find 
a Vermont man in the American jiress 
with a scheme for utilizing the waste 
material of sawmills. Persons who have 
crossed Rock Bay bridge'will have notic- 
ed a great pile of sawdust constantly 
on fire, and as constantly being added 
to by fresh deposits from Sayward's 
sawmill. The invention of -ivhicli we 
speak, it is said, will turn to practical 
account eveiy description of wood 
■waste ■which sawmill people now find 
so great a nnisance that they are glad 
to burn to get rid of. Every chip, 
shaving, and particle of sawdust, slabs 
and bark are converted by the A^er- 
mont man into pulp for paper making 
or moulded into any implement or 
vessel that is now made of wood. After 
coming from the mould the "casting" 
is dried, when it becomes hard, im- 
pervious to water jind strong as the 
wood from which it is manufactured 
was in its native condition. Let the 
article be barrel, keg, pail, basket, car- 
■yvbeel, carriage-wheel, boat, chair, 
shovel-handle or moulding of any 
kind — ^it matters not what its form — 
the cast from the mould is perfect, and 
much harder, and consequently will 
take a higher finish than the wood from 
which it is made. It is much stronger, 
also, as the article, whatoror it is, is in 
one solid piece. "Window sashea or doors 
made in this way, ■will not swell or 
warp by exposure to the weather, yet 
are as strong and durable as when made 
from the best of wood. Any articles 
made from this pulp can bo afterwards 
turned in lathes, smoothed or polished 
much better than wood-work can bo, as 
it is entirely solid, being free from the. 
pores that are always in wood in its 
natural state. Barrels made by this 
prodiBss will hold the most penetrating 
fluids, like acids, oils, turpentine, etc., 
without damage, while they can be 
made so cheaply as to compete even 
^'^•h the floui'-barrels no^.v used, and 
will coon supersede fchein for flour 
package, a. correspondent of the San 
Francisco KS-ai says: "Though this in- 
vention is but >isfc perfected, there is 
now an extensive factory running at 
Medina, N-Y., maki.„ paijg^ ^nd a 
eompany called the Pulp Package Com- 
pany, at Great Falls, uOiliam, Me., 
start an extensive manufactory there 
this week. Another, much larger sne, 
is in process of erection at Ilartford, 
Conn., by tho i^'ew England Pulp 
Package Compaiie. Other companies 
are forming in New England and the 
Western States, and soon, yes, very 
soon, we shall be changing many un- 
sightly wooden articles about our homes 
for the more beautiful yet stronger and 
cheaper ones made by tlii."! new process. 
And better still, we shall be able to pay ^ 



for them in what has previously been 
waste material." The importance of 
this invention cannot be overestimated. 
Tt. will completely revolutionize many 
businesses at which thousands of work- 
ingmeii"fiQd;emplojiQait/-will prove an 
unmixed bleslring to' the : £\vmill men , 
besides cheapening many articles in 
daily use — amongst others newspapers. 

THE AFGJIAK SITjrATIOh\ 

Although assailed by ten times their 
number the little banil of British sol- 
diers in Afghanistan having reached 
.■secure fortifications are now safe. In 
the open the cavalry would a]>pear to 
have met with a serious rever.se, and 
the overwhelming force of the enemy 
that suddenly marched on Cabul must 
have caused Gen. Eoberts' pi-ecipitate 
evacuation of that place, for we read 
of Jjritisli stragglers being put to death 
by the populace of Cabul, a fact which 
shows he did not have time to with- 
draw his entire force before the city 
was out of his hands. Once behind 
the walls of Shirpur Gen. Robekts, 
having supplies and ammunition in 
abundance, may defy attack, while he 
will have [amjile time to prepare for 
ofTensive operations. Gen. Gol'oh's 
position would appear to be serious for 
the reason that his supplies are shoH; 
but there is nothing alarming even in 
the situation in which ho is placed, 
when it is considered that he has the 
advantage of tho very best methods for 
blood-letting known to modern science. 
The Afghans are nuiiiorous and crafty; 
the British are few and brave. The 
last is a quality for which the Afghans 
have never been distinguished ; and 
British bottom will surely emerge 
triumphant from the present crisis.

Madoc, Dec. 9. — Tiie gold excite- 
ment has been continually growing 
stronger hero every week, Vmt last night 
it reached n fearful pitch when tho 
news came that a very rich find had 
been struck at what is commonly 
known as tho Dale, Starlick it Har- 
rison mine. The find is estimated to 
be worth from §70,000 to §80,000. 
From one pan of dust there was wash- 
ed an ounce and a half of pure gold. 

Ottawa, Dee. 10. — A shocking case 
of neglect iias just come to light in 
Hull. A youth of 17 was taken down 
with small-pox, and his family were so 
scared of the disease that no one would 
go near him. Some of tho neighbors 
hearing of it went to tiie house with a 
bowl of soup. On entering the room 
thoy found the youth covered with 
blood and almost at tho point of death. 
The SOU)) being iilacod to his lips, ho 
ravenously swallowed it. A examina- 
tion showed that he had eaten tho llcsh 
from one of his arms in his agony of 
hunger. He died a few minutes after 
the arrival of the neighbors. 

Mr. iiloylan. Inspector of Peni- 
tentiaries, has just returned to Ottawa 
from visiting the Albany and Sing Sing 
penitentiaries. He says the Canadian 
prisons will comjiare very favorably 
with those named. The .Sing .Sing 
penitentiary is very much overcrowded 
at present. There are 1,585 prisoners 
confined in 1,200 cells, and the cells 
are like those at Kingston, ju-obably 
the sm.illest on tiie continent. 

Halifax, Dec. 7. — A sad drowning 
accident occurretl 011 the southern coast 
of this Province yestcrdtiy. Michael 
Wrayton, of Emerald Isle, iiear Bar- 
rington, his daughter Cassie, his son 
Lovcll, and a man named Jacob Sear.s, 
of Woods' Harbor, Sholbui'iie Co., left 
Shag Harbor yesterday morning in a 
small shallop for Pubnico, Yarmouth 
County, to attend church service. The 
vessel foundered while cntr-ring Argyle 
Sound, and all four were drowned. 
Tlic bodies of Mr. W'rayton and his 
dauglitoi* havo boon rocoverod. The 
Wrayton family were in most comfor- 
table circumstances, owning tho whole 
of the island on which they lived. Be- 
ing Roman Catholics, the nearest 
church for them was in Pubnico, to 
which they were going when drowned. 

Belleville, Dec. 10. — Aid. R. S. 
Patterson has announced himself as a 
candidate for the IMayoralty of Belle- 
ville for 1 S80. Ml'. Alex. .Robertson, 
the present M.ayor of that city, will not 
run again. 

Ottawa, Oct. 11. — The Department 
of Railways has notified several Pacific 
Railroad surveyors that their services 
will not be required after the 1st 
prox. 

The Free Frcss this evening says: — 
'Chere are one or two extraordinary 
rumors on the street to-day to the ef- 
fect that a Parliamentary broker and 
a journalist havo between them manag- 
ed to get something like §47,500 out 
of a Pacific Railway contractor who 
believed they had suflicient influence 
to enable him to ride over his difficul- 
ties. We have been promised particu- 
lars, but we know enough already to 
convince us that certain people are in 
haste to ,;.,b,e rich before Parliament 
meets. - 

At the trial of the Dufierin election 
petition yesterday Dr. Barr, tho mem- 



ber-elect, was unseated for bribery by 
agents, and the psi-sonal chfirges were 
not pressed. The seat has been de- 
clared vacant, and Dr. Barr is still 
eligible for re-election. 

A letter was received by the Depart- 
ment of the Interior to-day giving par- 
ticulars of the murder of Constable 
Cirayburn, of the Mounted Police. It 
appears that he had been out hording 
cattle and asked leave to go four miles 
distant for a lariat and an axe he had 
left behind. Not returning, search 
was made next morning, and his body 
found shot through the back at the 
foot of an embankment over which it 
had been thrown. 

St. John-, N.B., Dec. 9.— The Su- 
premo Court have again refused a non- 
suit in tho case of Waterbury v. Dewe. 
It is expected the Government will pay 
the damages awarded by the jury. The 
case was an action of slander. The 
plaintiff was a clerk in the postoflice at 
St. John, and the defendant is Chief 
Inspector. INIoney letters having been 
from time to time abstracted from the 
St. John postoffice, the defendant came 
tlown, investigated the rnatter, and af- 
ter investigating, suspected the plaintiff' 
to be the guilty party, and told liinx so 
in the presence of tho Deputy Post- 
master. Though the plaintiff indig- 
nantly denied tho charge, the defend- 
ant suspended him £rom his .office. 
There appeared at the trial no doubt 
of the plaintiiTs innocence of the 
charge, and he obtained a verdict for 
§G,000 damages. 

Ottawa, Dec. 12. — Mr. W. C'oinp- 
ton. Dominion general arbitratoi'jjias 
returned from British Columbia, but 
has been compelled to at once proceed 
to his liome in Halifax owing to tho 
illness of his mother. 

LoxDOX, Dec. 9. — At the General 
Scisions to-day several appeal cases 
were heard, but the only one of inter- 
est was that of Tliomas Bond vs. the 
Chief of Police Williams. This is the 
noted sentry case, originating at the 
Vice-Regal reception here at the City 
Hall. The Chief had Bond up for as- 
sault, and he was fined ut the time. 
Judge Davis, who tried the case,lcaned 
decidedly in favor of the Chief, saying 
there was no authority to call out the 
militia for such a case as the one in 
question. Captain Williams explained 
that the guard wa.«i drawn from the bat- 
talion while it was doing its annual 
drill, but His Honor said no com- 
manding officer had any right to place 
the men on drill on tho public streets. 
The effect of tho evidence \rBin to show 
that Bond had not acted towards the 
Chief with special spite. Tho Judgo 
charged strongly in favor of sustaining 
the conviction, but the jury after a 
short absence, rendered a verdict for 
Bond, quashing the Magistrate's con- 
viction. The case excites a great deal 
of public attention. 

BngrllBll X£fl^. 

IPer St«amshlp Empire.] 
A renewed attempt to expel Labou- 
chere from the Beefsteak Club is pro- 
bably abandoned. The Committee met 
to consider Laboucherc's published ac- 
count of a general meeting held for his 
expulsion. The result is unknown. 
Labouchero is unaware what course is 
intended. 

Persistent efforts to promote Lord 
Chelmsford have utterly failed. The 
Duke of Cambridge considers that 
Chelmsford's resignation after tho sup- 
port accorded him was disloyal, and re- 
fuses to depart from the seniority rule. 

No members of Parliament attended 
tiie funeral of Mr. Arthur Roebuck. 
The only deputations were those of tlie 
Sheffield Tory Association andthoRoe- 
buck Election Committee. George J. 
Holynke writes that Mr. Roebuck was 
the last .surviving signer of the Peo 
jile's Charter. Holyoke was tho only 
representative of Boabuck's former po- 
litical friends at the funeral. Ha de- 
clares, that although changing politi- 
cally, Roebuck never abandoned the 
Benthamite philosophy. 

The unopposed re election of Sir 
Charles Roid as President of the Lon- 
don School Board .signifies a continu- 
ance of the existing policy of an ener- 
getic extension of school facilities in- 
dependent of clerical influence, but no 
advance towai'd secularism.

Major O'Gorman, the M.P, that was 
"named to the House," has reduced the 
rents on his estates in Waterford and 
Clare 40 to 70 per cent. 

There ai'e thirteen J ews in Shore- 
ditck, London, who are worth over a 
million sterling each. One of these is 
an old clo' peddler, who still follows liis 
vocation.

However bad a sign this is to 
the aristocrats, it will be considered a 
good one by the friends of University 
education. The tradesmen aro dis- 
gruntled, too, and cite the case of a 
clerk in the post-office, who Avent 
through the course arid got his degree 
while still serving the Government at 
his desk, to show that business cannfv* 
prosper when such men become tA.ille- 
gians. 

Five thousand persons, with a band 
and some banners, on ^Saturday met a 
farmer's son and a farm servarit on 
their release from E.'ceter gaol, Eng- 
land, where they had been imprisoned 
for a month for having taken a hare on 
land belonging to the father of one of 



the defendants. They were entertain- 
ed at breakfast and dinner in the city, 
and on reaching Holsworthy there wai 
a further demonstration welcoming the 
released men and condemnatory of the 
conduct of tho magistrates.

A BYLAW 

To Resrulate the Sanitary Ooudltion of 
tlie City of Victoria. 

Be it ENACTED by tlie JU^ybr and Coun- 
cil of the Corporation^f. JliO;City of Vic- 
toria aa follows: 

1. It shall not ho lawful to let or occu- 
py, or suffer to bo occupied, as a dwelling 
any room unless the following require- 
ments are complied witli, that is to say: 

(a) Unless such room contain at all 
times at loast 384 cubic feot of space 
for each person occupying the same. 
' ("b) Unless such i-oom has a window 
made to opon in luannur approved 
by the Board of Health or Health 
OfHcer of thu City. 

(c) Unless tlioro is appurtenant to sucli 
room tho use of a water closet, eartli 
dpset or.grivy, furnishod with pro- 

"lef dooM or coverings, to tho satis- 

action of tho Board of Health or 
Health OfHcor of tlio City. 

2. Any iierson who lets, occupies, or 
knowingly aufl'era to bo occupied, any 
room contrary to tho provisions of this 
Bylaw shall bo liable for every such of- 
fence to a penalty not exceeding goO, in 
the discretion of any Justice of tho Peace 
before whom he may bo convicted. 

3. Any roojn in which any person passes 
tho night, or the principal part of the 
night, shall bo deemed to be occupied as a 
dwelling witliin tlio meaning of this By- 

4. Where two convictions again.st tlie 
provisions of this Byla;v relating to tlio 
occupation of a room as a dwelling have 
taken place within three months (whether 
tho persons so convicted wore or wCro not 
the same) any Juatico of tho Peace may 
direct tho closing of thu room kg occupied, 
or of tho premises to which it belongs, for 
such time as lie may doom necessary, oi 
may empower tho Board of Healtli or 
Heilth ,Officer;of the City permanently to 

" close" the same. 

5. This Bylaw may bo cited for all pur- 
poses as " Tho Dwellings Bylaw, 1870."
